The immigrant thereupon unfolded 
the London paper, dated three weeks 
previously.

There could be no humbug 
about It. for such a paper could not bg 
produced in Sydney, and besides its 
m atter gave abundant proof of Its gen-! 
uineness. Wool was already 4 shillings 
a pound on the London market. 
On the Wool Exchange people thought 
that broker mad when they saw him 
buying up all the wool on the narket 
and wiring offers all over the colonies. 
He made a "corner," at any rate, pur­ 
chased all the wool in Australia and 
looked happy.

Cowes, Fob. I —With a grand, yet 
mournful display of naval pomp and 
power, the body of Queen Victoria wan 
borne thin afternoon from its quiet 
resting place in tho Osborne House to 
Portsmouth, the heart of England’s 
navy. The half a hundred red fighting 
ahi pa that tired broadsides aud minute 
guiiH were inferior in strength to the 
force gathered in the same waters for 
the jubilee celebration, but tho lack of 
formidableness was fully atoned for by 
the solemnity of this fleet which was in 
mourning. Over the still waters be­ 
tween the roll of the 6-pounders came 
the strains of Chopin’s and Beethoven'■ 
funeral marches. 
The crews, accus­ 
tomed to cheer with a heartiness which 
belongs only to the “jackies,” stood si­ 
lently along the decks aud flags, which 
usually float defiantly in the breeze, 
drooped halfway down the halyards. 
The naval funeral procession slowly 
steamed. 
Ahead were eight destroyers 
and seldom have these speedy craft* 
drawn their long, black hulls so slug­ 
gishly through water. 
Steaming leis­ 
urely ahead of them was the royal yacht 
Alberta, half screened by awning on the 
poop, the royal coftiu was placed on 
crimson 
dais curtains 
which 
were 
drawn back and tied to four poles, leav­ 
ing free to view tho magnificent casket 
ami robes. 
Sometimes abeam 
and 
sometimes 
ahead, was the Trinity house yacht 
Irene, watching the course, while in the 
wake of the 
yacht Victoria and Albert with King 
Edward aud Queen Alexandria and the 
, English royal family, the royal yacht

perial yacht Holtonzollern with Emper­ 
or William, the duke and duchess of 


C o n n a u g h t and others; the admiralty 
I yacht Enchantress with officials on 
board. 
The main squadron of battleships ami 
cruisers were moored two ami half cables 
ajMirt, in one line extending from Cowes 
to Spithead. The channel fleet, under 
command of Vice Admiral Rawson, 
formed the eastern portion, and the re­ 
serve fleet under Rear Admiral Noel, 
formed the western portion. 
Foreign 
war vessels were moored southwest of 
the British ships in order of their ar­ 
rival, aud alongside of them were moor­ 
ed eight British gunboats. 
After leav­ 
ing Trinity Pier, the Alberta with her 
attendant escort, steamed along the 
deep channel between the coast of the 
Isle of Wight and a single line of bat­ 
tleships aud cruisers. 
No stands were displayed and ensigns 
and union jacks were all at halfmast. 
The bauds played the funeral marches 
of Chopin and Beethoven only. 
No na­ 
tional anthem was played. 
On the ap­ 
proach of the procession the ships were 
manned and guards aud l>atids paraded. 
The officers were in full dress. The 
guards presented arms as the Alberta 
passed each ship aud then rested on 
their arms reversed until the procession 
passed. 
A detachment of marines and the ad­ 
mirals band were on board Nelson's old 
flagship, the Victory, in Portsmouth 
harbor. 
All the sea front and dock 
yards were manned by marines and 
sailors while Barrow island was manned 
by boys from the training school, St. 
Vincent aud men from the gunnery 
ship Excellent. 
When the Majestic was 
left astern the Alberta was moored for 
the night. 
Tomorrow the body will bi* taken 
ashore at Portsmouth and thence con­ 
veyed to Loudon aud Windsor.
